GENERi\L  EROVISIOl^IS  OF  THE  ICALTH  SERVICE  FOR  THE  ASEA. 
Laboratory  Services. 

Producer  samples  of  milk  and  water  are  examined  by  the 
County  Laboratory,  Worcester,  together  v;ith  food  for  chemical  analysis. 
The  major  part  of  the  bacteriological  and  pathological  work  is  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Ambulance  Service . 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority,  and  based  in  Kidderminster.  An  ambulance  for 
infectious  cases  is  stationed  at  Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital 
(under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board) . 

Hospitals. 


All  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Midland  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  through  their  Management  Committee,  The  Kidderminster 
General  Hospital  receives  the  majority  of  hospital  patients  from  this 
district.  T|^e  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  provides  the  district 
and  surrounding  area  with  maternity  bods.

Infectious  Diseases, 


Beds  for  infectious  diseases  are  provided  at  Hayley  Green 
Isolation  Hospital,  Halesowen,  but  no  cases  from  Stourport-on-Sevem 
were  admitted  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis, 


Out-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Kidderminster 
Hospital  Dispensary  where  Dr, Cronin  attends  on  Tuesday  evenings, 

Wednesday  mornings  and  Thursday  afternoons.  In-patients'  treatment 
is  arranged  at  Knight^vick  Sanatorium  and  St,’ ulstan's  Sanatorium,  Malvern, 
Prevention  and  after-care  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  and  the  service  is  administered  locally  by  the  After-Care 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Divisional  Area  Health  Committee.

SANITARY  CIROTO/ISTMCES  OF  THE  MEA, 


Water  Supply, 

The  majority  of  dy/ellings  in  the  area  are  supplied  •with 
water  from  the  Coimcil's  mains.  The  source  of  supply  is  deep  bore 
belonging  to  Bewdley  Corporation,  the  storage  resevoirs  are 
situated  at  Mount  Pleasant, 

Samples  taken  regularly  from  the  general  mains  for  chomioal 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

To  cater  for  the  needs  of  residents  in  the  V.'’ilden  Top  area  the 
Council  have  agreed  to  erect  a  Booster  Station  on  land  adjoining 
the  Monbuary,  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  bo  in  commission  in  the 
early  part  of  1958  and  that  no  more  complaints  will  be  received 
regarding  lack  of  water  pressure  in  this  area. 

Further  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  in  Chesshire 
Avonuo  and  Galahad  Way  to  cater  for  ne\7  private  housing  development. 


Drainage  and  Sewage, 

Disposal  of  sewage  at  the  Oldington  Disposal  Works  ■used 
jointly  \7ith  the  Boroughs  of  Kidderminster  and  Bo\7dley  has  oontin'UEJd 
satisfactorily. 

Further  extensions  wore  made  to  main  sewers  at  Qhesshiro 
Avenue,  Bewdley  Road  and  Kylemilne  Way  to  cater  for  new  piuvate 
housing  development.

(^)  The  Council *c.  Camping  Site, 

This  site  is  used  for  both  tents  and  caravans  during  the 
Summer  season  and  extensively  during  the  August  holiday 
fortnight.  It  is  felt  that  the  sanitary  facilities 
provided  there  are  no  longer  adequate  if  this  site 
is  to  continue  to  bo  used  at  its  present  level.  The 
Council  should  consider  installing  water  borne  sanitation, 

(b)  Haywood^  s  Meadow, 

This  site  is  occupied  by  approximately  150  holiday 
caravans,  bungalows  and  similar  structures  and  during

tho  August  holiday  a  largo  number  of  tents  occupy  the 
recreation  area  of  the  fiold.

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  occurred  during  the  year 
in  this  Urban  District. 

Adulteration  of  Poods, 

Mr. Spencer,  Chief  Inspector  of  Heights  and  Measures, 
Horcestershire  County  Council,  reports  that  the  following  samples 
were  taken  during  the  yoar:-

Drug  samples  taken  Nil 

All  the  milk  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 

Two  of  the  miscellaneous  samples  were  reported  against, 
both  being  fruit  squashes  from  one  manucafturer,  the  labelling  of 
which  suggested  they  were  pure  fruit  juices  v/hich,  of  course,  was 
not  so.  The  manufacturer,  not  local,  was  told  of  this  and  altered 
the  labels. 

In  addition  to  the  above  samples,  236  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  at  a  dairy  in  Be’wdley  v;hich  retails  a  large  amount  of  milk  in 
Stourport  Urban  District,  35  of  these  samples  were  reported  against, 
25  in  respect  of  low  fat  content  and  10  in  respect  of  lov7  solids-not- 
fat  content.  All  but  one  of  those  samples  reported  against  were 
attributable  to  natural  causes.  The  one  contained  less  than  Ifi  of 
extraneous  water,  this  being  in  one  chum  only  out  of  a  consignnent 
of  six  churns.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  Collect ion< 


The  weekly  collection  of  hoiise  refuse  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  except  for  one  or  tvfo  occasions  v/hen  shortage  of  staff  through 
sickness  etc,  made  this  impossible,  and  certain  of  the  outlying  areas 
experienced  a  fortnightly  collection. 

The  completion  of  a  further  110  Radbum  type  houses  on  the 
Walshes  Farm  Estate  made  further  demands  on  this  service  and  despite  a 
statement  made  in  a  national  Journal  that  this  type  of  development 
facilitates  refuse  collection,  in  practice  wo  have  foimd  that  in  many 
cases  this  is  not  so,  in  fact  quite  the  reverse, 

Y/ith  the  type  of  Radbum  development  on  the  Yfalshes  Estate 
the  majority  of  the  bins  in  each  quadrangle  are  in  the  furthermost 
comers,  accessible  only  by  a  narrow?  passage  which  in  places  does  not 
allow  two  refuse  collectors  with  bins  to  pass,  thereby  causing  delay. 

The  law  relating  to  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of 
diostbins  at  tenanted  properties  still  remains  the  same  and  arguments 
still  rage  as  to  v/ho  should  provide  this  bin,  and  therefore,  we  still 
see  a  motley  collection  of  receptacles  used  for  the  storage  of  refuse, 
such  as  an  old  dolly  tub,  oil  diTums  and  old  gas  or  electric  boilers, 
and  as  in  my  last  annual  report  I  must  emphasise  the  most  satisfactory 
way  under  present  legislation  of  ensuring  that  approved  type  bins  are 
used,  is  for  the  local  authority  to  provide  bins  v/here  necessary  and  make 
an  annual  charge  up  to  7s. 6d.  per  year, 

ThG  Sholvoke  and  Drewry  vehicles  used  for  collection  continue 
to  give  satisfactory  service,  but  through  age  and  constant  use  the  body  of 
the  small  side  loader  began  to  deteriorate  rapidly  and  the  Council  have 
agreed  to  replace  this  vehicle  on  April  the  1st  1958  with  a  Pore  and  Aft 
tipping  vehicle  similar  to  the  one  in  '»rso  at  the  present  time. 

There  were  only  tv/o  changes  in  personnel  during  the  year  and 
in  general  the  collectors  carry  out  their  duties  in  all  kinds  of  weather 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Certain  members  of  the  general  public  are 
inclined  to  think  that  the  life  of  a  refuse  collector  is  relatively  easy. 
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and  "bo  look  down  on  tho  man  carrying  on  this  most  essential  public  service, 
but  I  am  sure  that  one  day  alongside  one  of  those  crews  would  be  sufficient 
to  silence  them  for  ever. 

Trade  Refuse. 


The  collection  of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  on  request 
and  the  following  charges  are  mado:- 

One  bin  empties  weekly  Free 

All  other  bins  , , ,  , , .  , . ,  20s/ -  per  half 

year  per  bin. 

Certain  tradespeople  still  prefer  to  take  their  refuse  to  tho 
Council* s  tip  by  their  own  transport  and  in  these  cases  a  tipping  charge 
of  2s/6d,  per  load  or  part  load  is  made. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Council’s  Tip  on  land  adjoining  Hartlebury  Common  which 
has  been  in  use  since  1939  v/as  closed  for  tipping  on  31st  January  and 
tipping  v;as  commenced  in  the  Bonemill  Quarry, 

During  tho  past  tv;o  years  I  have  spent  a  considerable  amount  of 
time  endeavouring  to  obtain  a  suitable  site  for  the  disposal  of  refuse, 
and  many  hours  have  been  spent  in  discussion  and  negotiations  v/ith  various 
interested  bodies,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  new  site,  situated  away 
from  the  built  up  areas  but  situated  on  a  main  road,  is  tho  best  that  could 
be  obtained  in  the  district. 

With  the  continued  extraction  of  the  sand  it  will  be  many  years 
before  tho  problem  of  finding  another  site  will  have  to  be  faced  again. 

Tipping  was  commenced  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  site 
adjoining  the  canal,  and  it  is  hoped  to  continue  at  that  point  for  some 
five  years  from  the  commencement  before  entering  into  the  main  quarry 
area. 


During  tho  Summer  months  the  open  face  of  tho  tip  is  sprayed 
daily  with  insecticide  to  control  flies,  and  covering  material  is  applied 
as  soon  as  possible  so  that  only  the  minimum  amount  of  refuse  is  left 
uncovered  to  fora  a  breeding  ground. 

By  far  the  greatest  nuisance  is  caused  by  unauthorised  persons 
entering  on  to  the  tip  diu^ing  the  evenings  and  weekends,  soirfcing  over 
tho  refuse,  stealing  scrap  metal  and  rags  and  frequently  setting  fire  to 
tho  refuse.  These  fires,  when  discovered,  have  usually  penetrated  well 
into  the  tip  and  the  work  of  putting  ti.em  out  usually  takes  a  considerable 
time  and  means  the  opening  of  a  new  tip  face  elsewhere  on  the  site,  Tho 
help  of  the  police  has  been  enlisted  to  help  deal  with  this  matter  but  up 
to  the  end  of  tho  year  the  culprits  had  not  been  caught.

Waste  Paper, 

A  separate  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  made 
from  shops  and  factories  throughout  the  district  and  special 
collections  are  made  where  necessary.  Salvage  fran  householders 
is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  the  refuse  bins  are  emptied. 

In  August  1957  wo  wore  informed  by  the  Birmingham  Waste 
Company  Limited  that  duo  to  a  decline  in  demand  from  the  mills  they 
could  not  continue  to  collect  our  waste  paper.  However,  wo  wore 
foi^tunato  in  that  Messrs,  J.  Ainsworth  cz  Go, (Dolton) Ltd, agreed  to 
purchase  our  baled  v/aste  paper,  and  right  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
we  wore  able  to  dispose  of  all  that  v/e  could  collect  and  bale. 

Although  we  shall  never  again  experience  a  shortage  of  waste 
paper,  which  at  one  time  caused  the  price  of  mixed  waste  paper  to  rise 
to  £25  per  ton,  I  am  hopeful  that  we  have  now  found  a  steady  outlet  for 
our  salvage. 

Scrap  Metal, 

There  was,  throughout,  the  year,  a  good  demand  for  scrap  metal 
of  all  t;^'pes.  The  price  for  scrap  tins  increased  to  £5  per  ton,  this 
figure  being  made  up  of  £2f#5s,Od,  payable  by  the  merchant  and  15s/-  by 
the  Midland  Area  Scrap  Survey  Committee, 

The  figure  of  65  tons  mentioned  in  the  annual  report  for  195^ 
as  the  figure  we  hoped  to  nohiove  in  the  ensuing  year  v/as  not  achieved 
solely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  *  spare*  man  was  employed  considerably 
more  on  the  collection  of  refuse  than  on  the  sorting  of  salvage  at  the  tip.

Cleansing  of  Fail  Closets  and  Cosspools. 


Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  and  cesspools  on  request 
free  of  charge  from  houses.  Trade  premises  are  charged  at  the  rate 
of  £1  per  hour  or  under  anniial  contract. 

The  largest  nianber  of  pails  are  in  the  Lower  Heath  area  and 
there  seems  little  liklihood  of  any  noticeable  reduction  in  numbers  in 
this  area  in  the  near  future,  although  one  or  two  promises  on  Power 
Station  Road  have  been  equipped  vi/ith  v/ater  sanitation  emptying  into 
septic  tanks.

A  tost  of  the  Coimcil's  sowers  throughout  the  district  was 
carried  out  in  October  and  minor  infestations  y/ero  found  on  the  Walshes 
Estate  and  at  Burlish,  Treatment  was  carried  out  to  deal  with  those 
infestations.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Desxoito  the  fact  that  the  Public  Lavatories  on  the  Sovom 
Meadows  have  been  in  use  for  two  Sianmer  seasons,  it  is  a  fact  that 
on  fine  Sundays  during  the  Summer  season,  and  during  holidays,  queues 
can  still  bo  seen  at  the  Bridge  Street  Conveniences,  while  at  the  same 
time  the  lavatories  on  the  Severn  Meadows  are  being  relatively  little 
used. 


¥o  again  had  our  share  of  damage  to  stmacture  and  fittings 
at  Bridge  Street,  and  I  regret  to  say  the  hooligans  responsible  again 
wont  unrox^rimanded.  One  cannot  helx^  feeling  that  s  coo  one  at  sometime 
has  seen  those  acts  of  vandalism  but  has  not  boon  x^dblic  sx^irited 
enough  to  rox^ort  the  matter  to  the  X-^olico, 

As  indicated  in  ray  last  annual  rex:)ort  the  western  bank  of  the 
river  was  increasingly  used  by  visitors  and  the  Council  must  now 
consider  the  necessity  for  further  sanitary  accommodation  on  that  side 
of  the  river. 


AmOSPHERIC  POLLUTION, 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  the  heaviest  dex->osits 
of  grit  are  occurring  in  Sandy  Lane,  Titton  and  in  Power  Station  Road 
and  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  Paver 
Station  is  responsible  for  this. 

The  deposit  in  Power  Station  Road  was  particularly  heavy  and 
was  entirely  due  to  the  fly  ash  from  the  xjulvorised  fuel  plant  of  the 
new  *B*  station.  Many  corax^laints  wore  received  from  residents  in  the 
neighbourhood  following  which  I  made  a  number  of  visits  to  the  Power 
Station, 


The  boilers  in  the  new  station  are  equipped  with  Electrostatic 
Precipitators  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Station  Engineer  and  his 
staff  do  all  in  their  paver  with  the  equipment  available  to  prevent 
any  nuisance. 

At  one  time  manufacturing  engineers  were  called  in  to  advise 
on  the  problem,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  sx:)oradic  outbursts  were  still 
occurring  intimating  that  all  was  not  satisfactory. 


The  chimneys  of  the  Enamolwaro  Factory  in  Baldwin  Road 
continnod  to  bo  the  subject  of  comiDlaint  until  tho  end  of  June  when 
the  Factory  closed  down  completely.  To  mo  this  is  a  most 
unsatisfactory  way  of  mitigating  a  nuisance  as  I  feel  sure  that  modem 
equipment  installed  in  place  of  the  old  furnaces,  attended  by  trained 
operators  would  have  achieved  the  same  result. 

The  whole  of  the  provision  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  195^  ¥;ill 
come  into  force  during  the  S-ummer  of  1958,  when  tho  law  regarding  the 
omission  of  dark  smoke  will  bo  extended  to  lorivato  dwellings.  It 
would  appear  that  an  all  out  effort  is  to  bo  made  to  minimise  the  omission 
of  smoke  from  all  chimneys,  and  it  is  a  groat  pity  that  similar  attention 
is  not  being  paid  to  smoke  and  fumes  omitted  freo  the  exhausts  of  Diesel 
powered  vehicles.  Very  often  I  have  been  enveloped  in  those  fumes  from 
vehicles  passing  along  Bridge  Street,  usually  heavily  laden  with  sugar  beet.

The  new  Acts  of  Parliament  affecting  housing  reached  the 
statute  book  during  1957.  They  wero;- 

Tl)  Housing  Act  1957. 

(2)  Rent  Act  1957. 

The  first  mentioned  repeals  and  re-enacts  in  Consolidated 
form  the  provisions  of  earlier  Acts  except  the  financial  provision. 

The  Rent  Act  finally  became  law  after  a  very  stoimy  passage  through 
the  House,  Under  this  Act  landlords  may  increase  rents  up  to 
proscribed  limited,  and  if  the  tenant  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
promises  are  in  disrepair  ho  must  list  the  defects  on  the  prescribed 
form  and  servo  it  on  the  landlord.  If,  within  six  weeks,  the  work 
is  not  carried  out,  or  the  tenant  does  not  receive  an  undertaking 
from  the  landlord  to  do  the  necessaiy  v/ork  v/ithin  six  months,  the  tenant 
can  apply  to  the  Local  Authority  for  a  'Certificate  of  Disrepair*,  It 
is  with  the  issue  of  these  certificates  that  the  Public  Health  Department 
is  primarily  concerned.  The  follov;ing  are  details  of  the  number  of

Pj^om  personal  observation  it  would  appear  that  many  tenants 
Y;ho  have  received  a  notice  of  increase,  and  have  good  grounds  for 
applying  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair,  with  particular  reference 
to  external  decoration,  have  not  done  so  and  one  can  only  assume  that 
they  have  accepted  the  increase  as  inevitable  or  that  the  business  of 
filling  in  the  statutory  foms  is  too  much  trouble. 

Many  of  these  properties  have  not  been  painted  for  over 
tv/enty  years  and  the  result  of  this  policy  is  decaying  woodwork  and 
corroded  and  defective  gutters.

1.  Food  Hypiiene, 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  regular  inspection 
of  all  food  premises  in  this  district.  However,  visits  v;ero  made 
v/henever  possible  and  it  was  noticeable  that  in  most  cases  occupiers 
of  food  premises  are  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate  in  achieving 
satisfactory  standards  of  food  hygiene. 

Three  preliminary  notices  wore  served  where  contravention 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  v/ero  fomd,  and  in  all  three  cases 
the  necessary  work  was  put  in  hand  vmickly. 

During  a  visit  made  to  the  fairground  on  Severn  Meadows 
in  August  it  was  noted  that  the  food  stalls  selling  open  food  were 
not  provided  with  v/ash  hand  basins,  a  hot  water  supply  or  soap  and 
towels,  following  which  I  informed  the  proprietor  of  the  fair  that 
in  future  action  will  bo  taken  against  any  stallholder  contravening 
these  regulations. 

There  are  many  portable  combined  heating  and  storage  -units 
for  hot  water  specially  made  for  itinerant  vendors  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  these  people  should  not  bo  equipped  to  comply  ¥;ith  the  law  as  the 
occupiers  of  permanent  premises  in  the  town  do, 

2,  Meat  Inspection, 

Slaughtering  is  carried  on  at  two  licensed  premises  in 
this  district,  one  in  Lombard  Street  and  the  other  in  Manor  Road, 
Regular  visits  to  inspect  meat  are  still  made  on  Sundays  and  on  two 
evenings  per  v/oek. 

The  meat  produced  is  of  excellent  quality,  as  indeed,  is 
most  of  the  meat  retailed  in  this  town.  By  far  the  greatest  quantity 
of  moat  sold  is  still  imported  from  other  areas. 

In  August  wo  received  copies  of  the  proposed  regulations 
governing  slaughterhoiise  construction,  layout  and  equipment  and  to 
prevent  cruelty.  All  new  buildings  will  have  to  comply  with  the 
now  law  immediately  and  all  existing  premises  at  later  dates. 

As  indicated  in  my  last  annual  report,  one  slaughterhouse 
in  the  tov/n  will  require  extensive  alterations  to  comply  v/ith  the 
new  regulations,  and  in  particular  the  introduction  of  a  stunning 
pen  in  the  slaughterhall  will  be  most  difficult.

There  are  in  this  district  throe  licensed  sites  in  addition 
to  the  site  administered  by  the  Authority,  Those  three  sites  are  now 
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ocoupied  by  scmo  one  hundred  and  fifty  vans  of  various  typos  and  in 
addition  all  the  remaining  space  on  one  of  the  sites  adjoining  the 
River  Severn  is  almost  completely  taken  up  by  tents  during  the 
Avigust  fortnight. 

All  the  sites  now  havo  a  piped  water  supply,  tv/o  have  water 
sanitation  and  the  remaining  one  is  provided  with  chemical  sanitation. 

It  v/as  found  necessary  to  require  the  owner  of  one  site  to 
provide  additional  bins  of  approved  type  for  the  storage  of  refuse  in 
pla'^G  of  a  number  of  unsat isfactoiy  bucket  type  containers,  and  to 
roquiro  the  regular  cleansing  of  the  sanitary  acocxnrnodation, 

Y/ith  reference  to  the  Coimcil^s  camping  site;  during  the 
AngGs:-  holiday  it  is  necessary  to  empty  the  pail  closets  tv/ioe  daily, 
and  Xr.  my  opinion  it  is  time  that  additional  works  were  cairried  out 
on  one  site  to  provide  water  sanitation  in  liou  of  the  pail  closets 
which  are  never  veiy  satisfactory.  In  addition  a  ring  road  round 
the  site  would  facilitate  the  emptying  of  refuse  bins.  This  v/ork 
woTold  be  a  groat  step  forv/ard  in  making  the  site  an  example  for  others 
to  follow,  v/hich  I  am  afraid  is  not  the  case  at  the  present  time. 

Loss  trouble  than  in  previous  years  was  experienced  by 
travelling  scrap  metal  dealers,  although  on  one  or  tr/o  occasions 
it  was  found  necessary  ro  deal  firmly  with  odd  cases  on  the  Burlish 
Estate,

Private  Supplies. 

The  people  ?/ho  depend  upon  shallow  wells  for  their  water 
supply  mostly  occupy  the  shacks,  caravans  or  bungalows  in  the  Lower 
Heaths  and  Sevemside  areas.  Many  of  the  permanent  caravan  dwellers 
in  Lov;er  Heath  still  obtain  their  water  from  these  sources  despite 
the  fact  that  a  main  piped  supply  is  available  to  them. 

Six  samples  of  water  taken  from  wells  in  the  Lower  Heath 
area  wore  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,'  four  being  foimd 
to  be  unfit  for  drinking.  Repeat  samples  in  three  cases  were  found 
to  bo  satisfactory  and  in  the  other  case  the  occupier  of  the  property 
concerned  was  warned  to  boil  all  water  before  use. 

Mains  Supply, 

Seven  samples  of  water  from  the  main  supply  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  one  of  which  was  found  to  bo 
contaminated.  This  was  a  sari^le  taken  frcm  the  main  feed  from  the 
Burlish  Storage  Tank, 

This  tank  was  eventually  taken  out  of  service,  thoroughly 
cleansed,  following  which  a  repeat  sample  showed  the  water  to  be 
satisfactory.
